Detroit, Jan. 3—~As part of the! 


Ford Motor Company's program 
for 1930, annoynced last week, 
actual construction of the new 
assembly plant of the company at 
Richmond, Cal., will begin early 
ip the spring, and will be com- 
pleted during 1930, Edsel B. Ford, 
president of the company an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Situated on San Francisco bay, 
the site was selected in conformity 
with thé Ford policy of locating its 
plants, whenever. possible, so as to 
utilize both rail traysportation and 

psexyonical water transportation. A 

slip alongside the property has 
been dredged to thirty-two feet in 
depth, and connects with a deep 
water chanuel to the sea. There 
are approximately sixty-two acres 
in the site.

NEWS BRIEFS 


California’s 1930 State Fair will 
again feature a Far Western States 
Exposition, on a scale even greater 
than during the fair this year, it was 
anvouuced by Charles W. Palue, sec- 
retary of the State Agricultural So- 
ciety. Paine said there are prospects 
of having practically every State in 
the West represented with exhibits at 
Sacramento. 

Final. elimination of the treacherous 
Cloverdale grade on the Redwood 
highway loomed as a reality with the 
announcement at the general offices 
of the Redwood Empire Association 
in this city that California Highway 
Commission engineers are prepared 
to commence the survey of the new 
route between that point and Hopland 
along the east bank of the Russian 
River. Commencement of the survey, 
which presages the actual work of 
construction, marks the culmination 
of a lengthy campaign, carried on by 
the Redwood Empire Association for 
the relocation of the Cloverdale-Hop- 
land highway unit. 

Permission has been granted by the 
Railroad Commission to Southern Pa- 
cific Company to construct a passing 
track at grade across Perry street in 
Roseville. 


Location of one of the world’s larz- 
est copper refining plants in the vi- 
cinity of Long Beach harber is anti- 
cipated by local interests, if the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission follows 
a@ yecent recommendation by Exami- 
ner Edgar Smith that freight rates be 
reduced between Arizona and the lo- 
cal port. 


The Railroad Commission denied 
the petition of California Water Serv- 
{ce Company for a rehearing of the 
valuation proceedings involving the 
Fresno city water properties of that 
company, which the city proposes to 
acquire by condemnation. In its deci- 
sion the commission on September 4 
last fixed the just compensation to be 
paid by the city for those properties 
at $2,327,000, as against a claim pre- 
sented by the company, including pav- 
ing, of $3,058,754. 

The State has let a contract for the 
last link in its restoration of old Fort 
Ross on the Sonoma County coast, 
where the Russians landed in 1811 
and built a church and a fort and oth- 
er buildings. The concluding restora- 
tion will be the rebuilding of the anc- 
fent stockade about the landmark. It 
will be constructed of hewn timber 
and will follow the ancient style 


Ten thousand dollars has been 
lopped off the tax bills of property 
owners in the Oceano and Halcyon dis- 
trict of San Luis Obispo County by 
action of the Board of Supervisors.

The complaints 
stipulated that those who favored an- 
nexation faced tax assessment in- 
creases, while those who fought the 
issue were not affected City council- 
men are sald to be unanimously ,op- 
posed to the annexation proposal 
which was defeated at a recent elec- 
tion. 

Richmond schools will not be seri- 

ously affected by a ruling of the State 
Department of Education holding that 
public schools are not permitted, to 
charge students for towels, lockers or 
supplies used in the course of ‘studies 
or physical education, according to Io- 
cal authorittes. A charge ts made. for 
towels and students must purchase 
padlocks for lockers, which may: later 
be resold to the school. Aside from. 
these items the ruling does not ‘hit 
any practice of the local schools, It. 
was sald.

Organization ot a tourist promotion 
body, represenung all interior Call- 
fornia, was launched at Marysville by 
the Capital Highway Association of 
Sacramento and the San Joaquin Val- 
ley Tourist and Travel Association. J. 
C. Forkner, Fresno, president of the 
San Joaquin association, was elected 
temporary chairman. Members of the 
executive committee include A. T. 
Hatch, Stockton; W. E. Metzger, Fres- 
no; Albert Bettens, Sacramento; 
Douglas Jacobs, Oroville, and H. H 
Hart, Sacramento. The organization 
expects to e:pand to take in territory 
beiow Bakersfield and will be allied 
with the Nevada Tourists’ Associa- 
tion. 

Siskiyou County has a paramount 
interest in the proposed extension of 
the Yreka Railroad Company into the 
productive Scott Valley. Surveys are 
being completed, the application has 
been filed with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, and reorganiza- 
tion of the company has been made 
contemplating the tmprovement. In 
the valley to be tapped by the new rail 
line are the prosperous towns of Et- 
na, Fort Jones, Orofino and Scott Bar, 
all rich in northern California history 
but still dependent on stage lines to 
Yreka, which itself is served only by 
a ninemile branch line from _ the 
Southern Pacific at Montague. Propo- 
nents of the line see great develop- 
ment of an already thriving dairy and 
feeding cattle industry, aid to the 
handicapped mining centers of 'west- 
ern Siskiyou County, to which practi- 
cally every citizen of the county con- 
curs. 

The total of $1,764,181.04 was spent 
by the state during the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1929, for support and 
improvement of its penal institutions, 
for apprehefhsion of criminals and 
study of crime problems, it was tndl- 
cated in a report recently issued by 
State Controller Ray L. Riley. The 
largest single sum was paid out to 
defray the expenses of operating and 
{mproving San Quentin prison, the 
sum of $976,728.22 befng spent for the 
former and $113,936.18 for the latter, 
making a total of $1,090,664.40. The 
sum of $40,780.31 was spent for ex- 
penses at Folsom prison and $61,-

Outlay, making q.tptal of $553,989.10. 

The next Jargest total represented 
the amount of money paid out by the 
state for the return of criminals from 
outside its borders, this being $40, 
780.31. Other expenditures were for 
the bureau of criminal identification, 
$36,423.84; prison directors,  $29,- 
813.58; California crime commission, 
$9,117.62; advisory pardon board, $1,- 
946.06; commission on penal institu- 
tions for women offenders, $1,446.13.

Dalmatian Peasant Women.

VF ONE enters Jugoslavia by rail at 
] the northeast corner where Italy 

and Austria meet that country, his 

route follows the gray-green Sava 
eastward to Zagreb, the old Agrum of 
Austro-Hungarian days. If one then 
turns westward toward Fiume, the 
sharp detour crosses the panorama of 
Croatia's, magnificently forested moun. 
tain country as the train climbs to the 
regional watershed before descending 
to the Adriatic, 

The route holds its ¢arprises, Im. 
agine a mountain towa balved- hy a 
rushing river which ptunges 40 yards 
Into a crevasse under the sidewalk 
and then, three miles farther on, pops 
up unexpectedly, to resume its surface 
course, Yet such fluvial feats char. 
acterize not only Croatia, but the en- 
tirety of those barren highlands which 
extend southward behind tHe Jugo- 
slav coast, 

They form,the so- cattea Karst re. 
gion, which geologists have compared 
to a vast petrified sponge. Such are 
the tricks that time. and rushing 
streams have played with the Karst’s 
easily decomposed limestone. “Now 
you see us and now you don't!” gur- 
gle in chorus a whole system of such 
jack-in-the-box rivers, as they plunge 
into the mountains’ eastern flank, tri- 
umphantly reissuing, scores of miles 
westward, as feeders of estuaries or, 
in one case, as a fresh-water spring 
emerging from sea bottom. 

Had some Marco Polo left us an ac- 
count of the marvelous [Land of 
Spongy Mountains, whose rivers cut 
through the bases of ranges 1,000 feet 
high, we might have dismissed him 
as a fabulist; yet in sober fact a 
Monitengrin river has performed that 
identical feat. 

While descending through the {n- 
describably sterile looking Karst, one 
puts to himself the question: “Why, 
in this desert, build those innumer- 
able, circular stone walls to inclose 
at most a bit of grass?” 

Farming In Holes. 

But you learn that what you see 
are karst holes—extremely rich oases 
—and that, in this land of jack-in-the- 
box rivers, natural precipitation, in- 
stead of draining into streams, sinks 
through the porous stone, carrying 
vegetable matter along with it, and 
enriches a regional series of funnel- 
lke ditches. Thus, “farming in holes” 
—the karst holes, which sometimes 
oumber several hundred within a small 
area—provides grain for the tnhab- 


ttants of this mountain-side desert. .?:': 


The blinding, sizzling Karst comes 
to a spectacular end when you espy 
from nearly half a mile above, what 
appears as a gigantic relief map, the 
Istrian mountains curving around the 
Gulf of Quarnero, and to the seuth- 
ward the Vetebit mountains outflung 
Mdge spanning the rim of Ulimitable 
Adriatic blue.

Even Maine's shores are rivaled tn 
their zigzag conformation by those of 
Dalmatia, While a direct course along 
the Jugoslav littoral measures 300 sea 
miles, the tndented length of that 
coast ts almost three times as long., 
As for the man-sized job of counting 
Dalmatia's islands, that has been sim- 
plified by ignoring insignificant: tslets 
and putting the archivelago’s units at 
600 and its area at 2,000 square miles. 

The tocally published maps present 
other difficulties. The kingdom of the

The career of Benjamin Frank!!n 
{is one of the strangest paradoxes in 
history. One of them is that this son 
6f a poor Boston candlemaker and 
apprentice to a poor printer should 
live to record the fact that “Tho’ I 
did not think that I should ever lit- 
erally stand before kings . . I 
have stood before five, and even had 
the honor of sitting down with one, 
the King of Denmark, to dinner.” An- 
other is the fact that a man who was 
almost entirely self-educated should 
haye universities of two continents 
vying with each other in conferring 
upon him honorary degrees. 

But most interesting of all is the 
fact that this man who was so typl- 
cally American that he became a ver- 
itable symbol of America, even in bis 
lifetime, was never understood or 
loved by his own people. He was dis- 
liked intensely by the “best families” 
of Pennsylvania and was distrusted by 
many others in the colonies as a char- 
latan and a trimmer. The distrust in 
Pennsylvania is easily understood He 
was the organizer of the small farm. 
ers, mechanics and small tradesmen. 
the democratic forces in that colony, 
and .as such his name would naturally 
be. anathema to the aristocratic sup- 
‘perters of the proprietors, the Penns. 
Logically, he should have been re 
garded in the same way by aristo- 
cratic, elegant France, Instead, that 
country took this simple democrat te 
its heart in his lifetime and all but 
eanonized him after }ta death. 


“His moral and religious theories, 
frightened the century and environ-’ 
ment hé lived in,” writes Fay. “He 
was accused alternately of atheism 
and bigotry, for though his God re- 
sembled its parent, the Christian Di- 
vinity, it had distinct differences. 
‘When, at length, Franklin had many 
adherents, !t was because of a double . 
.misunderstanding; in America, he was 
followed . because he was believed to 
be a Christian; im France, because he 
was classed with-the athelgtsa, . . .°
